As some Edmonton drivers 
continue to rip through school 
zones, one public school trust¬ 
ee is pushing for the use of 
photo radar cash for safety in¬ 
itiatives that could keep a tra¬ 
gic incident from happening. 

Edmonton Public School 
Board chairman Michael Janz 
will be bringing a motion to 
his fellow trustees Tuesday, ad¬ 
vocating for the board to pen a 
letter to city council, asking for 
photo radar revenue to be put 
toward solutions for speeding 
school-zone drivers. 

Speed in school zones has 
been a concern repeatedly 
raised by parents and the com¬ 
munity, Janz said Sunday. 

“It isn’t just the speeding. 
It’s also some of the com¬ 


plaints about dangerous driv¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Since the new school zone 
speed limit was implemented 
six months ago, the city has 
clocked more than 17,000 driv¬ 
ers ripping through school 
zones, with some racing 57 
km/h over the speed limit. 

Janz said he’d like to see 
some of the cash designated 
by the city’s Traffic Safety and 
Automated Enforcement Re¬ 
serve Budget directed to get¬ 
ting drivers to hit the brakes 
near schools. 

“We aren’t in the traffic 
enforcement business. We re¬ 
spect the city’s role in this,” 
Janz said. “This is an area now 
that we are ticketing in school 
zones, it would make sense to 
me that we’d hopefully would 
be directing some of that rev¬ 
enue to (addressing) some of 
these problems around our 
schools,” he added. 


Edmonton parent Julie 
Kusiek, who lives in the Queen 
Alexandra neighbourhood, 
said speeding cars have been 
a huge issue in the area, par¬ 
ticularly along 106 Street and 
76 Avenue. 

“These are very busy roads 
and they tend to divide our 
community, because children 
can’t cross them safely,” she 
said. “It’s also unpleasant to 
live on because it’s so noisy 
sometimes.” 

Advocating on behalf of QE 
Crossroads — a group work¬ 
ing to reinvigorate the two 
streets — Kusiek said some of 
the problems can be solved by 
encouraging children to walk, 
bike or find alternative ways to 
get to school. 

“We know that getting kids 
to school in active ways is good 
for kids,” she said. “It’s also 
good for schools because there 
is less traffic congestion.”

City taking early 
stepson new 
parking deal 
with Pogo 

Edmonton’s aspiring car¬ 
sharing service is looking 
at ways to share data with 
the city about where its 
vehicles spend their down¬ 
time as they work on a 
new parking agreement. 

Pogo, which launched 
its service last fall, cur¬ 
rently has a parking 
agreement with the city 
that allows its vehicles to 
park at on-street meters, 
in time-restricted zones 
and residential restricted 
areas, without any pay¬ 
ment from individual 
drivers. 

The cars are all permit¬ 
ted with a special pass 
that Pogo pays for, based 
on the assumption the 
vehicles are in metered 
parking 20 per cent of the 
time. 

Bohdan Maslo, acting 
director of parking man¬ 
agement, said they have 
had some early discussions 
about using the company’s 
information to figure out 
exactly how often they use 
city parking. 

“We would then be 
looking at their data to 
establish a fair rate that is 
reflective of their actual 
use,” he said. 

Maslo said they don’t 
know yet if the company 
is being charged too much 
or too little, which is why 
they’re interested in see¬ 
ing the data. 

Kieran Ryan, the com¬ 
pany’s co-founder, said 
the city has been great to 
work with, but they’re still 
figuring out all the details. 

“We’re still work¬ 
ing out what the permit 
program will look like and 
there are options on the

“Any time you have that 
many people in the down¬ 
town is a very good thing,” 
he said, “especially given the 
fact that we’re putting a lot 
of money and energy into the

of downtown.” 

Brad Ferguson, president 
of the Edmonton Economic 
Development Corporation, 
said they initially believed the 
crowd would be around 60,000 
with between $6 million and 
$8 million in economic bene¬ 
fits for the city. 

“The overall impact is prob¬ 


ably going to be just over $10 
million, which from our per¬ 
spective, that blows away our 
expectations,” he said. 

He said the event was great 
for bringing people into the 
core. 

“I am open to ideas, but I 
don’t think I have seen a big¬ 
ger one-night event in this 
city’s histoiy,” he said. 

Ferguson said Red Bull’s 
event will return to Quebec 
City next year, but beyond that 
the company hasn’t decided. 
He’s optimistic however Red 
Bull will want to come back. 

“Hopefully, we have shown 
to Red Bull that this commun¬ 
ity, and city and city council is 
willing to go to the extremes 
for these types of events,” he 
said.

Politics. Wild rose 
should have put bulk 
of funds into closest 
races: Professor

Progressive Conservative can¬ 
didates embroiled in what 
were seen as four pivotal Oc¬ 
tober byelections spent near¬ 
ly half a million dollars en 
route to victory, according to 
financial documents posted 
online. 

Premier Jim Prentice, cab¬ 
inet ministers Gordon Dirks 
and Stephen Mandel along 
with Mike Ellis led a Tory 
blue sweep of the Oct. 27 
polls in three Calgaiy ridings 
and Edmonton-Whitemud — 
but spent $497,950 along the 
way, or about $22.69 per vote 
received. 

The governing party’s fi¬ 
nancial push was 60 per cent 
larger than the opposition 


Wildrose’s, which spent a 
total of $308,970, or about 
$22.38 per vote received. 

But Lori Williams, an as¬ 
sociate professor of political 
science at Mount Royal Uni¬ 
versity, said the lofty spend¬ 
ing was necessary because 
the stakes were high for the 
government and opposition. 

She said the financial 
documents detail an “in¬ 
explicable set of decisions 
made by the Wildrose Party” 
as they attempted to spread 
their funds around too thinly. 

Williams said the Wil¬ 
drose would have been bet¬ 
ter off focusing on races they 
could win, namely in Calgaiy 
West, where Wildrose chal¬ 
lenger Sheila Taylor lost to 
Ellis by just 315 votes. 

That race was the only one 
that saw a non-Tory candi¬ 
date outspend other challen¬ 
gers, as Taylor’s crew spent 
$89,636, compared to $63,739 
spent by Ellis and his team. 

Even then, Williams ques¬ 
tioned Wildrose’s resource 
commitment to Kathy Mac¬ 
donald’s campaign against 



Prentice in Calgaiy-Foothills, 
one she says they were never 
going to win. 

Macdonald’s team spent 
$77,930, and fellow Wildros- 
er John Fletcher spent nearly 
$75,000 but only mustered a 
third-place finish in Calgary- 
Elbow.

“The implosion of the Wil¬ 
drose Party — though that 
couldn’t have been predicted 
— can be traced directly to 
the miscalculations in the 
byelections,” Williams said, 
referring to a mass party de¬ 
fection to the PCs just a few 
months later. 

Premier Prentice spent 
$170,602 on his Foothills 
campaign, more than any 
other byelection candidate. 

The Alberta Party outspent 


longer-standing parties in the 
Alberta Liberals and NDP, but 
nearly all of the money went 
into leader Greg Clark’s cam¬ 
paign in Elbow. 

Clark ultimately lost out 
to Dirks, the province’s edu¬ 
cation minster, but said he 
established a foothold in the 
riding, one he hopes will pay 
off in an anticipated spring¬ 
time election. 

“Of the four byelections, 
we went all-in on Calgaiy- 
Elbow,” he said. 

“That was necessary be¬ 
cause we’re building a brand, 
we’re building an awareness 
of our party. Our number 
showed along the way we 
were very close.” 

Clark’s campaign was bol¬ 
stered by $85,537 but was 
outmatched by the $135,950 
spent by Dirks. 

The education minister 
spent more per vote ($32.32) 
than any other Calgaiy can¬ 
didate. 

Requests to Dirks’ press 
secretary about his campaign 
were referred back to party 
officials. 



Tory associate minister sues, vows to clear name 



A Toiy associate minister fa¬ 
cing a bribeiy allegation in 
his Edmonton constituency 
is denying the claims against 
him and has launched a 
$1-million lawsuit against the 
person who made them. 

MLA Naresh Bhardwaj 
issued a statement Friday, the 
first time since Metro exclu¬ 
sively reported Wednesday 


on two statutory declarations 
from supporters of Balraj 
Manhas, a former challenger 
in the Edmonton-Ellerslie 
Progressive Conservative 
nomination race. 

The lawsuit names Balbir 
Sidhu as a defendant, who 
swore out a statement with 
allegations against Bhardwaj. 

Manhas had been due to 


run against Bhardwaj, the in¬ 
cumbent MLA and associate 
minister, but Sidhu’s declara¬ 
tion claims a proxy operating 
on behalf of Bhardwaj offered 
a $10,000 bribe to Sidhhu to 
undermine Manhas’ cam¬ 
paign. None of the allegations 
have been proven.

“I broke right down and 


cried, right there, on the spot,” 
said Dexter. 

Now more than a year 
later, Dexter gathered with 
Karahlios’ friends and family 
Sunday to honour the 48-year- 
old Saskatchewan native. 

An active member of Ed¬ 
monton’s LGBTQ commun¬ 
ity, Karahlios was found dead 
in an Oliver-area home last 
March. Also known as Coco, 
Karahlios had worked as a 
cook at Woody’s Video Bar and 
was someone people often de¬ 
pended on, said Dexter. 

“He was just a larger-than-

life type of guy, the first person 
to give the shirt off of his back 
to someone when they needed 
help. The first person to cor¬ 


rect you when you’re wrong,” 
he said. 

“You would hear him at the 
other end of the bar when he 


was in the kitchen having a 
good old time. He was just one 
of those people you wanted to 
be around all the time.” 

Richard Joseph Lacarte, 48, 
has been wanted on a Can¬ 
ada-wide warrant for second- 
degree murder in connection 
with the case since June. Po¬ 
lice believe Lacarte could have 
assumed a new identity. 

Since Karahalios — who 
knew Lacarte — was mur¬ 
dered, Dexter said the com¬ 
munity has become more 
cautious of who they associate 
with now.

The Rossdale Power Plant will 
be saved from demolition this 
year with construction work 
expected to start soon, but the 
historic building’s long-term 
fate is still up in the air.

Peter Ohm, with the city’s 
urban planning branch, said 
the massive building has a lot 
of opportunities, but this basic 
work has to be done or it will 
be lost. 

“We need to do something 
right now to actually preserve 
the opportunity,” he said. 

He said this work won’t 
make the building safe to be 
inside, but people will be able 
to walk right up to it. 

The city is planning a prom¬ 
enade along the water and 
Ohm said when this work is 
completed people could walk 
right up to the old boiler hall. 

“We can do some things 
around the outside of the 
building and we will do those 
before the decade for sure, 
but doing something with the 
inside of the building is going 
to be a long-term play,” he said. 

Adam Laughlin, who 
is overseeing the Rossdale 
project, said essentially what 
they’re doing is keeping the 
elements out, so one day the 
building can be used again. 

“At a high level it’s working 
towards weatherproofing the 
building essentially,” he said.

Transit. Student reps 
say they’re confident 
Metro Line LRT won't 
spike price of the pass

Post-secondary student as¬ 
sociations say they aren’t 
worried about rising U-Pass 
costs once the Metro Line 
LRT opens up later this year. 

The current contract 
with the city is set to expire 
in two years but student as¬ 
sociation representatives 
are confident the price of 
the universal transit pass for 
students currently at four 
of the city’s post-secondary 
schools won’t spike. 

“I’m assuming it won’t 
go up significantly when we 
start talking about it again. 
When we had negotiated 
it last time, it was because 
the line would be open¬ 
ing soon,” said Hasib Baig, 
president of the NAIT Stu¬ 
dents’ Association. 

Currently NAIT, MacEwan 
University, University of Al¬ 
berta and NorQuest are all 


part of the U-Pass program, 
with Concordia University 
of Alberta students deciding 
on the U-Pass program later 
this week. 

Cameron McCoy, 

president of the MacEwan 
Students’ Association, said 
the opening of the LRT 
should have already been 
accounted for. 

“I think students pay 
a good sum for the U-Pass 
right now. When you think 
about it, students represent 
about a fourth of all rider- 
ship in the city, so we’re a 
large group of ridership ... 
and I think we’ll be pushing 
hard to ensure it’s a fair, rea¬ 
sonable increase,” he said. 

This isn’t a huge fear on 
students’ minds right now, 
said student reps, but it will 
come to the forefront again 
soon. 

“I think the U-Pass will be 
something on their minds 
later next year. We do enjoy 
the U-Pass program and 
we’ll be working hard to en¬ 
sure a fair contract when we 
go for renewal,” said 
McCoy.

Traffic woes 


Groat Road to 
remain dosed 
into Tuesday 

Work overhead will lead to 
big traffic problems down 
below, as the city announced 
Groat Road will continue to 
remain closed. 

The roadway was closed 
over the weekend as crews 
worked to install seven steel 
girders for the new 102 


Avenue Bridge. Originally, 
the plan was to reopen the 
road Monday morning, but 
it will now stay closed until 
Tuesday morning.

“It started to lean a bit 
and they should be perfectly 
straight,” he said. 

Boiko said the other chal¬ 
lenge was weather. 


“We had winds pick up 
Saturday evening around 10 
p.m. that resulted in a 10- 
hour stoppage,” he said. 

As of Sunday afternoon, 
four of the seven girders 
were in place, but Boiko said 
they’re confident the work 
will meet the new Tuesday 
morning deadline. 

“They have assured us 
that they have enough time 
to install the girders and 
even a little bit of contin¬ 
gency or float time,” he said.

The latest addition to MacE¬ 
wan University — the insti¬ 
tution’s crowning jewel — 
will shine a little less bright 
than when it was first an¬ 
nounced, as the administra¬ 
tion is forced to scale back 
aspects of the Centre for 
Arts and Culture as the pro¬ 
ject runs over budget. 

MacEwan president 
David Atkinson informed 
staff and professors that 
the university had to take 
a hard look at construction 
for the CFAC in his latest 
newsletter after the costs 
ran $20 million over budget. 


Program space 


MacEwan’s student as¬ 
sociation president Cam 
McCoy said it’s reasonable 
that the university is try¬ 
ing to make the building 
as affordable as possible 
as long as program space 
doesn’t get cut. 


Slated to open in 2017, 
the centre will no longer 
feature a pedway con¬ 
necting the building with 
the Robbins Health Learn¬ 
ing Centre, which is ex¬ 
pected to save $750,000, 
and the outside curtain wall 
of the building was deferred 
to save an additional $10 
million. 

Despite the changes, At¬ 
kinson stressed the projects 
were only deferred, not de¬ 
leted. 

“The building came in, 
as everyone expected, over 
budget,” he said. 


“We’ve had to go through 
a process of‘value engineer¬ 
ing’ and we’ve had to defer 
a number of things.” 

The centre was first un¬ 
veiled just over a year ago 
by former Minister of In¬ 
novation and Advanced 
Education Dave Hancock. It 
is slated to consolidate Mac¬ 
Ewan’s three campuses at a 
cost of $143 million. 

Of that, the province 
has committed $30 million 
over three years, while the 
university will pay for the 
remaining with the sale of 
the Mill Woods and West 
Edmonton campus, revenue 
from parking fees, retail 
leasing agreements and 
fundraising. 

Atkinson said projects 
like the CFAC are always 
dependent on the market¬ 
place, and prices do fluctu¬ 
ate based on resources. 

“I’ve been in this busi¬ 
ness of being a university 
president for 20 years. I’ve 
seen this before,” he said. 
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Rallies slam 
anti-terror bill 


Bill C- 51 . Legislation 
would infringe upon 
civil liberties, right to 
privacy, protesters said 


Thousands of Canadians 
came together to loudly de¬ 
nounce the Conservative 
government’s proposed anti¬ 
terror legislation in rallies 
held across the countiy on 
Saturday. 

In a park in Montreal’s 
north end, a few dozen of the 
hundreds of demonstrators 
taped their mouths shut in 
protest of Bill C-51, which op¬ 
ponents say would allow the 
government to stifle protest 
and dissent. 

In Ottawa, hundreds of 
chanting protesters clogged 
the street outside Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper’s office.

They then marched onto the 
grounds of Parliament Hill. 
A protest in Edmonton simi¬ 
larly drew hundreds of angry 
marchers. 

In Vancouver, a crowd of 
about 700 to 800 people ac¬ 
cording to a police estimate 
gathered in front of the city’s 
art gallery. 

In Antigonish, N.S., pro¬ 
testers marched past the con¬ 
stituency office of federal jus¬ 
tice minister Peter MacKay. 
Other rallies targeted the of¬ 
fices of Labour minister Kellie 
Leitch and Industry minister 
James Moore. 

In Montreal, the dem¬ 
onstrators were joined by 
New Democratic Party Lead¬ 
er Thomas Mulcair, who 
climbed onto a milk crate 
and reiterated his intention 
to vote against the bill. 

Protesters in Montreal also 
directed criticism at Trudeau, 
shouting “Harper terrorist, 
Trudeau complicit,” as they 
marched toward Liberal leader 
Justin Trudeau’s constituency 
office. Trudeau has said that 
his party will support Bill-C51. 

Protest organizers say 
there were 70 events that 
took place across the countiy.

Vancouver residents 
to vote on transit tax 

Ballots for an unprecedent¬ 
ed plebiscite begin arriving 
in mailboxes on Monday 
asking Vancouver-area 
residents whether they’re 
willing to foot the bill for a 
massive public transporta¬ 
tion overhaul. 

The vote gives citizens 
the option of paying a 
0.5-per-cent sales tax in 


exchange for a vastly up¬ 
graded rapid transit system, 
hundreds more buses, 
additional ferries and a new 
bridge — a mammoth pack¬ 
age projected to cost $7.5 
billion over a decade. 

The Vancouver area 
faces the same conundrum 
as Toronto and Calgary, 
which are both plugging 
away at expensive transit 
improvements.

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Politics. Senators’ anxiety 
builds amid ongoing audit 


Single phone calls, sandwiches 
eaten during committee meet¬ 
ings, postage stamps — the 
smallest details have come up 
for review in the auditor gen¬ 
eral’s study of Senate expenses. 

Senators of all political per¬ 
suasions have been taken aback 
by the strength of the micro¬ 
scope fixed on their office, trav¬ 
el and living expenses, as well 
as claims submitted by staff. 

And it hasn’t just been the 
types of questions that have 
ruffled feathers, but also the 
level of access afforded to aud¬ 
itor general Michael Ferguson’s 
staff — some 40 auditors in any 
given month, his office said. 
They’ve been able to delve into 
the emails of senators, and cell¬ 
phone records. 

For example, the auditor 
general’s office has been cross- 
referencing daily expense 
claims with activities, to verify 
if the upper chamber really 
needed to pay for a lunch or 
whether one was served in a 
meeting or on a plane trip. 

The angst has been build¬ 
ing steadily in the Senate as the 
final report draws closer. 

Some have decided to fork 
over the cash before the report 


comes out — $185,677 was re¬ 
imbursed to the public purse 
by unnamed individuals in the 
2013-14 fiscal year alone, not 
including monies returned by 
embattled senators Mike Duffy, 
Pamela Wallin and Mac Harb. 

Many senators complain bit¬ 
terly that the auditor general’s 
office has not shown a good 
understanding of what consti¬ 
tutes Senate business, and the 
daily work they do. 

A major source of anxiety 
is over the type of travel that 
senators do on a weekly basis. 
How much time do they spend 
in their Parliament Hill office 
and why? What does normal 
travel look like in their home 
provinces? 

An update of the travel 
policy was instituted in the 
summer of 2012, with an ap¬ 
pendix noting that “speaking 
engagements or attendance at 
fundraising events other than 
those organized by the Senate” 
did not qualify as an expense. 

All of this confusion will also 
be hashed out in the upcoming 
trial of Sen. Duffy, which in¬ 
volves several charges linked 
directly to his travel and living 
expenses, the Canadian press

Hockey. Abusive parents 
to face stiffer penalties 


Hockey parents who swear 
and yell at coaches, referees 
and players during their kids’ 
games will be handed stiffer 
penalties next season by a Brit¬ 
ish Columbia association that 
is taking aim at “rink rage” 
and inspiring officials across 
the country. 

The Vancouver Island Ama¬ 
teur Hockey Association’s 
stance garnered more support 
this week, as police in West 
Vancouver recommended 
an assault charge against a 
45-year-old man. He allegedly 
grabbed another player’s 
father during a game between 
the Hollybum Huskies and the 


Semiahmoo Ravens from Sur¬ 
rey, B.C. 

Jim Humphrey, president 
of the Vancouver Island asso¬ 
ciation, said he received wide¬ 
spread support after eight par¬ 
ents were given a one-game 
suspension for abusing ref¬ 
erees, often teens themselves, 
who quit in frustration. Five 
more parents had to sit out the 
next game for repeat offences. 

In the fall, parents who 
continue their “overzealous” 
behaviour after being banned 
from games will have their 
children cut from the team, 
Humphrey said.

Police not target: 
Accused shooter 


Ferguson. Prosecutor 
says suspect told 
investigators he was 
firing at someone else 


A 20-year-old man charged Sun¬ 
day with shooting two police of¬ 
ficers who were keeping watch 
over a demonstration outside 
the Ferguson Police Department 
had participated in the protests 
earlier that night, police said. 

St. Louis County prosecu¬ 
tor Robert McCulloch said Jef¬ 
frey Williams told authorities 
he was firing at someone with 
whom he was in a dispute, not 
at the police officers. 

“We’re not sure we com¬ 
pletely buy that part of it,” Mc¬ 
Culloch said, adding that there 
might have been other people 
in the vehicle with Williams. 

Williams is charged with two 
counts of first-degree assault, 
one count of firing a weapon 
from a vehicle and three counts 
of armed criminal action. Mc¬ 
Culloch said the investigation is 
ongoing. 

The officers were shot early 
Thursday as a crowd began to 
break up after a late-night dem¬ 
onstration that unfolded after 
Ferguson police Chief Tom Jack- 


son resigned in the wake of a 
Justice Department report that 
found widespread racial bias in 
the police department. 

“He was out there earlier 
that evening as part of the dem¬ 
onstration,” McCulloch said of 
Williams. 

A 41-year-old St. Louis Coun¬ 
ty officer was shot in the right 
shoulder, the bullet exiting 
through his back. A 32-year-old 
officer from Webster Groves 
was wearing a riot helmet with 
the face shield up. He was shot 
in the right cheek, just below 
the eye, and the bullet lodged 
behind his ear. The officers were 
released from the hospital later 
Thursday. 

McCulloch said Williams 
used a .40mm handgun, which 
matches the shell casings at the 
scene. 

Williams, who St. Louis 
County police Chief Jon Belmar 
said is black, is being held on 
$300,000 bond. 

The north St. Louis County 
resident was on probation in 
St. Louis County for receiving 
stolen property, McCulloch said. 
“I think there was a warrant out 
for him on that because he had 
neglected to report for the last 
seven months to his probation 
officer,” he said.

11.K. Alleged ISIL fighter- 
wannabes deported home 


Three male teens from Britain 
who reached Turkey before 
being deported to the U.K. — 
where they were arrested — 
are believed to be the latest 
examples of a woriying trend: 
the rising number of young 
Britons seeking to travel to 
Syria to join extremists there. 

The three suspects were 
being questioned at a central 
London police station after 
their alleged bid to get to Syria. 

British police said the three 
males, two 17-year-old boys 
and a 19-year-old man, have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
planning terrorist acts. They 


haven’t been charged and their 
names haven’t been released. 

The male trio left Britain 
several days ago, travelling to 
Spain and then flying from 
Barcelona to Turkey. They 
were detained in Istanbul Fri¬ 
day after British officials noti¬ 
fied Turkish authorities. 

British legislator Keith Vaz, 
chairman of the Home Affairs 
Select Committee, said the 
case shows that the number of 
young Britons tiying to reach 
the conflict zone in Syria “is on 
a much larger scale” than had 
been thought.

Brazil. Death toll rises in 
bus crash into ravine 


The Brazilian government 
raised the death toll of a bus 
accident to 54 while police 
continued their search for 
more victims Sunday in the 
rugged lands of southern Bra¬ 
zil. 

The dead include at least 
eight young children, three 
adolescents, 24 women and 14 
men, the government of Santa 
Catarina state said in a state¬ 
ment earlier Sunday when the 


death toll stood at 49. There 
was no breakdown by age or 
gender given on the five addi¬ 
tional casualties reported later. 

The bus plunged 1,300 feet 
down a mountain near the 
city of Joinville on Saturday. 
Ten people were transferred to 
nearby hospitals with severe 
injuries, and only one patient 
has been reported in stable 
condition.

Network 
has increased by a 
quarter over the last

In a far comer of North Dakota, 
just a few hundred kilometres 
from the proposed path of the 
Keystone XL pipeline, 84,000 
barrels of crude oil per day re¬ 
cently began flowing through 
a new line that connects the 
state’s sprawling oil fields to 
an oil hub in Wyoming.

Experimental drug 
shows promise 

New research boosts hope 
that a highly anticipated, 
experimental class of 
cholesterol drugs can 
greatly lower the risk for 
heart attacks and other 
heart-related problems.

activated a new pipeline that 
cuts diagonally across the 
state to deliver crude from 
the oil-rich Permian Basin to 
refineries near Houston.

About 3.3 million barrels 


per day of capacity have been 
added since 2012 alone — 
five times more oil than the 
Canada-to-Texas Keystone line 
could cany if it’s ever built. 

The pipeline build-out pro¬ 
vides a little-noticed counter¬ 
point to the fierce political 
battle being waged over the 
1,900-kilometre TransCanada 
project, which is still in limbo 
seven years after it was pro¬ 
posed. 

During the long wait for 
Keystone, the petroleum in- 
dustiy has pushed relentlessly 
eveiywhere else to get oil to 
market more efficiently, and 
its adversaries have been un¬ 
able to stop other major pipe¬ 
lines.

China. Premier promises 
to keep reducing red tape 


Premier Li Keqiang expressed 
determination Sunday to 
press ahead with reforms 
meant to reduce the govern¬ 
ment’s role in the Chinese 
economy in hopes of spurring 
growth — despite what he ac¬ 
knowledged would be pain for 
“vested interests” that benefit 
from regulation. 

“This is not nail-clipping. 
This is like taking a knife to 
one’s own flesh,” Li said. 

During his only news 
conference of the year, the 
premier repeated pledges 
to reduce requirements for 
government approval of new 


businesses. 

At this year’s session of the 
National People’s Congress, 
the government lowered the 
official economic growth to 
seven per cent from last year’s 
7.5 per cent and promised to 
maintain employment levels, 
fight corruption and curb pol¬ 
lution. 

Li acknowledged that re¬ 
forms face opposition from 
politically influential state 
companies that might face 
tougher competition and offi¬ 
cials who might see their own 
status reduced.

‘LAST VESTIGES OF A BYGONE ERA’ 

Culture, heritage and progress dash when City of Edmonton buys up historical properties for demolition 



Two weeks ago, the music community was dev¬ 
astated to learn that beloved venue The Artery 
had been bought up by the City of Edmonton 
and slated for demolition—but that was half the 
story Actually, only a third of it. 

Because the city bought up the whole block, 
including the Graphic Arts Building, housing Lo¬ 
cal Gifts, a boutique for local art wares and the 
jam space/ad hoc concert venue ofwell-lcnown 
bands the Physical Copies and Shout Out Out 
Out Out. Their eviction date is undetermined, 
but inevitable. 

The building, along with the Artery and adja¬ 
cent liquor store, are coming down as early as 
this summer to hold construction materials for 
the future Valley Line Quarters Station. 

The city has no other long-term plans. If the 
downtown development boom subsides, or the 
Quarters Revitalization fails, the 95 Street block 


could become yet another barren lot in the 
downtown east side. 

And they’re already plentiful. According to a 
city spokesperson, the option of leasing one of 
those empty lots wasn’t considered. Instead, 
they snapped up what was for sale, the lock 
owned by lawyer Joe Doz of Cynella Properties, a 
strategic access point for construction, which 
happened to hold three operating businesses in 
an area teeming with commercial vacancies. 

“I’m disappointed in the city’s entire strategy 
on this issue,” says Ward 6 Coun. Scott McKeen. 
“Not only was there no public consultation—or 
consultation with tenants—there was no coun¬ 
cil consultation.” At his request, The Artery has 
been offered an extension and assistance find¬ 
ing new digs. 

But if and when the demolition goes 
through, it won’t just be another example of art¬ 
ists getting priced out of an affordable area. It 
will be yet another example of historic erasure 
in Edmonton. 

The Artery is a 1907 structure with one of the 


only false fronts remaining. The Graphic Arts 
Building is a 102-year-old art deco treasure with 
radiator-like fins. In fact, for our centennial cele¬ 
bration in 2004, they were included in the Walk¬ 
ing Tours of Downtown Edmonton guide, where 
the city’s own document described them as 
“valuable as the last vestiges of a bygone era.” 

Why they weren’t designated heritage—and 
therefore protected by law—is predictable: 
They were bought as holding properties and 
would devalue greatly with mandatory preser¬ 
vation, making them utterly useless to anyone 
who wants to do more with the commercial 
storefronts. 

“There’s certainly history thatwillbe obliter¬ 
ated, as that was the centre of Edmonton at one 
time,” says Doz, who bought them 25 to 35 years 
ago (he can’t recall). “It was a beautiful building 
at its time, but like everything else, time moves 
on.” He adds, “Progress is progress.” 

He says he’d love to see the Graphic Arts 
Building in Fort Edmonton Park. 

Architect Vivian Manasc of Manasc Isaac 


would hate to see it go, too. “We should retain ex¬ 
amples of the innovative buildings created by 
earlier generations of entrepreneurs.” 

As it turns out, it and The Artery building 
have a slightly better prognosis than first 
thought. Because a week after the sale went 
through, it was confirmed that both structures 
are in Edmonton’s Heritage Inventory, a log of 
historically significant buildings. 

McKeen plans to draft a councillor’s inquiry, 
sponsored by Coun. Ben Henderson, seeking in¬ 
formation on the city’s responsibility to preserve 
them as owners, and asking administration for 
alternative options as a laydown area for LRT 
construction. 

“The city now owns the buildings. The city 
owns the heritage inventory. We bloody well 
better do the right thing here and analyze op¬ 
tions to demolition,” McKeen said. “We all recog¬ 
nize that the LRT is an almost generational pro¬ 
ject for the city. But that doesn’t mean it can’t be 
done with due care and attention to commun¬ 
ities, culture and heritage.”

Alex Winter delves

Alex Winter — formerly 
known as Bill from Bill and 
Ted’s Excellent Adventure — 
has developed quite a career as 
a director, and his second docu- 
mentaiy, Deep Web, premiered 
at SXSW Sunday evening. The 
film chronicles the work of Ross 
Ulbricht, recently convicted of 
being the creator and operator 
of the online black market Silk 
Road. He even got his old Bill 
and Ted’s co-star, Keanu Reeves, 
to narrate the film. We spoke 
with the impressively tech- 
sawy Winter about the project. 

How did you first get involved 
with the Ulbricht family to get 
this kind of access? 

The previous film I did, Down¬ 
loaded, was about Napster, and 
I spent a lot of time working 
on that stoiy over the course of 
many years. And in doing so, I 
really got pretty embedded in 
the tech community, which is 
actually pretty small. There’s 
the hedge fund side, the Silicon 
Valley side, the hacker side, 
and then there’s a sort of activ¬ 
ist side, and the Napster stoiy 
had crossed pretty much all of 
those different components. So 
when I went about doing this 
stoiy, I already had a lot of ac¬ 
cess to some of the major play¬ 
ers in the more activist side of 
the Internet — people who use 
the Internet for social activism 
and more political purposes. 
And as for Lynn Ulbricht, we 
trafficked in some of the same 


circles, and I came to her as 
someone that that community 
knows and trusts. 

There's a lot here that even 
tech-savvy people don't quite 
have their minds wrapped 
around. How do you go about 


presenting issues like Bitcoin 
and digital rights? 

I really tiy to tell stories. This 
is only my second documen- 
taiy, I mostly do narrative, 
but it’s sort of the same no 
matter what. You try to tell a 
stoiy that’s entertaining, first

and foremost, and clear. It’s 
not a college essay and it’s 
not a treatise. It’s a movie. 

The benefit of that, from my 
perspective, is it dictates what 
I do and don’t have to explain. 

I may know a little bit more 
about technology than most, 
but I’m still a layman. I’m not 
a coder, I’m not a hacker, I’m 
not an Internet activist. I’m 
just interested in these worlds 
and exploring them thematic¬ 
ally. I stick to theme rather 
than saying, “Let’s spend 20 
minutes really breaking down 
how Bitcoin works on a ciypto- 
mathematical basis.” 

Frankly, it’s not going to 
help them understand the 
deeper themes of the movie. 
The themes are actually pretty 
easy to understand. Why do 
you have blinds on your living 
room window? Why do you 
have a door on your bathroom? 
You know, the idea that if 
you have nothing to hide you 
have nothing to fear is kind of 
a tautological argument you 
hear thrown around a lot that 
really makes no sense on a 
common-sense basis. It’s the 
idea that all human beings 
have a right to privacy and that 
our own constitutional right 
to privacy is a veiy big part of 
what it means to be human, 
and if those rights get taken 
away or impaired, you lose a 
little bit of your individuality, 
of your human-ness. That idea 
is veiy understandable for a lot 
of people whether or not they 
get how these enciyption tools 
work.

Who doesn’t love a good sale? 
But when bargain hunting, 
coupon clipping, or mastering 
the deal becomes the objective, 
you and your budget are likely 
headed for big trouble. If you 
catch yourself saying, “But it 
was such a deal!” it’s time to 
think twice. 

If you’re spending money 
you don’t have — if you’re put¬ 
ting it on credit and not pay¬ 
ing it off in full by the end of 
the month — it’s not a deal. If 
you’re buying something you 
don’t need, it’s not a deal. If it 
takes you three weeks, three 
months, or never to put what 
you bought to use, it’s not a 
deal. 

A deal is buying the snow- 
suit your child is going to wear 
next winter on sale at the end 
of this winter at 70 per cent off. 
A deal is picking up a new book 
you know your sister is dying 
to read — for half price. A deal 
is getting something you really 
need or want at a significant 
saving, and being able to pay 
for it in cash. 

Shopping for bargains has 
become a social disease. So 
how do you know if you’ve 
been bitten? Here are three 
clues: 

Your home is jammed to the 
rafters with stuff. 

Chronic bargain shopping is 
often unconscious spending, 
so you may not even know 
you’re doing it. Take a look 


around. How much of the stuff 
you bought is sitting unused? 

Your favourite phrase is “It 
was on sale?” 

All of us fall prey to impulse 
shopping from time to time. 
The problem for people who 
can’t curb their desire for 
immediate gratification is 
that they’re not prioritizing. 
They’ve lost (or never had) 
the ability to figure out if they 
can do without, so, even with 
a whopping salary, they’re a 
centimetre away from destitu¬ 
tion. 


Acquiring something new 
makes you feel happy. 

As counterintuitive as it may 
seem, some people become 
chronic bargain shoppers out 
of a fear of poverty. It can be 
a self-esteem thing, too. If 
you have to have the latest 
fashions and accessories to 
feel you’re admired, your self¬ 
esteem issues are showing. 

People who can’t pass up a 
good sale even if it’s on some¬ 
thing they don’t want, need, 
or even particularly like aren’t 
smart bargain buyers, they’re 


compulsive shoppers. Scoring 
deals helps them to ease their 
insecurities and feel more com¬ 
petent and in control. And they 
rationalize their purchases as 
something good they are doing 
for themselves or their fam¬ 
ines. 

A study by Norwich Union 
Insurance in Britain in late 
2007 showed that 17 per 
cent of Brits spent more than 
planned because they couldn’t 
resist a bargain, and almost a 
quarter of them could justify 
buying more because of a low 
price tag. In fact, nearly a third

Read any career book or blog, 
and there will likely be a sec¬ 
tion on the importance of de¬ 
veloping your leadership skills 
in order to move ahead in your 
career. What’s often less clear 
(especially to younger workers) 
is how to best go about doing 
that.“Rather than just saying 
something like, ‘My job as a 
receptionist is just to let people 
through,’ you should be using 
your job as a platform and take 
more things on,” says Herminia 
Ibarra, the author of Act Like 
a Leader, Think Like a Leader 
and an expert on leadership de¬ 
velopment. 

“That’s how you move up.” 

Ibarra offers this advice for 
employees planning their next 
move: 

Take risks 

Oftentimes, Ibarra says, em¬ 



ployees are hesitant about mix¬ 
ing things up when they are in 
charge of a project because of a 
fear of inauthenticity. 

“When you are in an un¬ 
familiar role, you don’t know 
what you want to be like,” 
she notes. “Taking more of a 


take-charge attitude and doing 
things like working your net¬ 
work and selling ideas almost 
seems like a violation of who 
you are.” 

Ibarra urges fledgling lead¬ 
ers to put those hesitations 
aside. 


“Whatever image you have 
in your mind of a leader is a 
caricature,” she says. 

“You can say, ‘I don’t want 
to be that person, but I am go¬ 
ing to make a commitment to 
explore outside my comfort 
zone.’” 


Expand your horizons 

In addition to branching out 
within your company, Ibarra 
urges workers to lean on their 
networks. 

“Say you think you should 
become a better speaker or a 
better networlcer,” she says.

“If these are things that 
don’t come naturally to you, 
what I would do is find two or 
three role models—people you 
like or respect — and pull out 
one or two things that they do 
well and see if you can tiy that 
out yourself.”

One trap that many people 
fall into, says Ibarra, is that 
they feel restricted by their 
jobs. 

“Try to see if you can ex¬ 
pand the boundaries of your 
job,” she urges. “Get involved 
in extracurricular activities and 
industry associations and go to 
conferences that let you see the 
big picture.”

Canada beats 
Scotland, suffers 
loss vs. Sweden 

Canada’s Jennifer Jones was 
happy to gain a split of her 
games Sunday at the world 
women’s curhng cham¬ 
pionship. 

The Olympic champion 
earned a 9-4 win over Scot¬ 
land before dropping an 8-6 
decision to Sweden. That 
left Jones with a 2-1 record, 
standing fourth in the 
overall standings behind 
unbeaten China, Russia and 
Switzerland (all 3-0). 

“To be honest, we had 
a really tough day so to 
split the day we have to 
be happy with that,” said 
Jones. “We just didn’t play 
as well as we would’ve 
liked (against Sweden), 
which was unfortunate.”

But the Swedes 
countered with two in the 
second before stealing one 
in the third. 

Sweden then scored 
three in the eighth for a 7-5 
advantage. 

“We’ll take confidence 
from this,” said Swedish 
skip Margaretha Sig- 
fridsson. the Canadian press

Canadian Mikael Kingsbuiy 
isn’t letting his surprise elim¬ 
ination from the men’s dual 
moguls event Sunday tarnish 
a season that saw him cap¬ 
ture a fourth straight ciystal 
globe. 

Kingsbury, 22, was chas¬ 
ing a record 29th moguls 
title Sunday, which would’ve 
broken France’s Edgar Gros- 
piron career mark. But Kings¬ 
bury was eliminated in the 
quarter-finals after falling 
hard in his race against Amer¬ 
ican Bryon Wilson. 


“I had a good start, but 
Wilson had a better one,” 
said Kingsbuiy, who finished 
eighth. “I had to tiy to catch 
up and I had a little bad luck 
along the way. 

“I hit one bump the wrong 
way and I fell before the 
second jump. I had the wind 
knocked out of me, but every¬ 
thing is fine. I’m happy the 
season is over, even if it was 
one of the best of my career.” 

Grospiron set the record 
in 1995, needing 80 World 
Cup starts to achieve the feat. 


By comparison, Kingsbuiy 
has registered 28 victories 
after just 60 races but says he 
wasn’t feeling any pressure to 
break the mark. 

“Not at all. I know I’ll 
break Edgar’s record next 
season so I didn’t put any 
pressure on myself for the 
29th victoiy,” he said. “Today, 
I just wanted to have fun on 
the course because I knew I’d 
already won the ciystal globe. 

“Anyways, I never 
would’ve thought I’d reach 28 
victories already this season.” 


The native of Deux-Mon- 
tagnes, Que., won eight gold 
medals this season, including 
a record seven straight. While 
Kingsbuiy would’ve liked to 
achieve the milestone this 
year, he plans to use Sunday’s 
defeat as motivation for next 
season. 

“It wasn’t my main goal 
(to break the record), but it’s 
a good motivation to keep 
me training hard,” he said. 
“I won’t change the way I see 
things nor the way I train.”
